Carelessness in Driving 

The increasing number of deaths caused by careless 
autoists is a matter for grave concern, and emphasizes the 
necessity for more stringent regulations being enforced as 
to who shall drive cars. There are undoubtedly thous-" 
ands of drivers who in an emergency would not know just 
what to do to avert an accident, for licences are issued with¬ 
out any safeguard as to the ability of an applicant to operate 
a car without danger to the public. A move has been 
made in some provinces aud States to prevent a person driv¬ 
ing for a stated length of time if convicted of causing dam¬ 
age or death by carelessness, and it would appear that even 
more drastic punishment is required when one reads of lives 
being snuffed out by drivers who either from sheer careless¬ 
ness or inability to think and act quickly are a menace to 
the public at large. 

As a means of modern transportation the automobile has 
become indispensible, but provisions for the safeguarding of 
the public have not kept pace with the rapid increase in the 
use of cars. 


Labor Leaders Complain 

A delegation of the Canadian Labor Party, headed by 
P. M. Christophers, M. L. A., C. L. Gibb, M. L.*A., and 
George Latham,, recently met Premier Brownlee in Edmon 
ton and complained that the mine exams, are too easy. 
They stated that the examinations have been given too rap¬ 
idly in some places, and the examiners have not been suffici¬ 
ently exacting in requiring all miners to have an understand 
ing of the English language. 

The complaint is to be taken cognizance of and an in¬ 
vestigation held by the Government before Oct. I, as under 
an amendment to the Mines Act passed at the last session 
of the legislature, new clauses go into effect by that date and 
there are at present men holding certificates which the labor 
delegation claims were given without sufficiently careful ex¬ 
amination. In view of the fact that mining is a hazardous 
occupation, it is very important that risks of accidents or dis¬ 
asters l.e reduced to a minimum, and one way in whiqh to 
prevent them is to make sure that those who are granted cer¬ 
tificates fully appreciate the importance of what these exam- 
1 inations mean.
